Growth of Jellyfish 

The manner in which a Jellyfish pro- 
duces Its “children” ts really wonder- 
ful. 

In most cases the beginning is an 
egg. which, lying on the bottom, pro- 
duces a beautiful tree-like growth. The 
“tree” fastens Itself to the bottom and 
brings forth buds which, when ripe, 
drop off and develop Into Jellyfish. The 
latter, In turn, lay eggs and the process 
ie repeated, as told in London Tit-Bits, 

Most of the very large species have 
a different way uf reproducing them- 
selves. The egg is set free in the water 
and develops into u pear-shaped larvae, 
which for a while swims about rapidly, 
being provided with hair-like append- 
ages that serve the purpose of ears 
Then thg larvae settles dowd, anchors 
Itself to the bottom, increases In size 
rapidly and finally splits up into thin, 
flat discs which switw off and grow up 
into large jellyfishes

To Citizens of Lee County! 
Numerous complaints have been lodged with me recently that the Sunday law of 
this State is being in many parts of the county violated in opening up the stores over the 
county on Sunday and selling goods, wares and merchandise. This is a strict violation Of 
the law in this State, and since this complaint has come to me I feel that it is my duty to 
eall the attention of the citizens to this law in order that those who have been iu the past 
violating this law, may take heed from this notice and save themselves the trouble of being 
prosecuted for this violation. I feel that all law abiding citizens of the county need only to 
have their attention called to this matter, and this notice is being given for their benefit, so 
that if any of them have been violating our Sunday statue, they may take warning front this 
notice and keep their places of business closed on the Sabkath day and refrain from doing 
those things prohibited by said statute. 
~ The statute above referred to reads as follows: “If a person on a Sunday be found 
laboring at any trade or calling, or employ his apprentices or servants in labor or other 
business, except in household or other work of necessity or charity, he shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be fined not less than five dollars. 
for each offense. Every day any person or servant or apprentice is so employed shall con- 
stitute a distinct offense and the court in which or the justice by whom any judgment or: 
conviction is rendered may require of the person so convicted a recognizance ina penalty of 
not less than one hundred or more than five-thousand dollars, with or without security, 


conditioned that such person shall be of good behavior and especially refrain from a repeti- 
tion of such offense, for a period of not exceeding twelve months. This section shall not 


conducted on Sunday.” - 

Since this complaint has been lodged with me, I feel that it will be my duty in “the 
future to have the Court instruct his grand juries to examine the witnesses appearing be- 
fore them to investigate all violations of this statute in the hope that this evil may be 
checked in our county.

F IS generally agreed that all the 

Dwights in this country, unless 
they are of recent migration to these 
shores, are in some way connected;

Now, however, their only inhabit- 
ants are the beasts of the jungle, lions 
ptowl through their echoing  halis, 
monkeys race across their fretted 
arches and snakes lurk in their dark 
dungeons or glide across their crum- 
bling pavements. 

For instance, the holy city of the 
Buddhists—Baraboedoer, in Java— 
had been forgotten for 600 years when 
Sir Stamford Haffies rediscovered it 
and its wonderful temple, the eighth 
wonder of the world, says a writer in 
London Answers, 

The jungle of Slam has hidden its 
ancient capital, Ayuthia, for four cen- 
turies, Its inhabitants fled before the 
conquering Burmese, and never re 
turned. It is now sald to be the lurk- 
ing place of thousands of enormous 
shakes. 

Mystery surrounds the dead city of 
Tibet, which Captain Rawling discov- 
ered. It is a vast collection of pal- 
aces, monasteries and dwelling houses, 
but the Tibetans professed ignorance 
of its existence and algo of the rea-, 
son of Iis abandonment. 

Five centuries ago Angkor bad 
population of three-quarters of a mil- 
Mon. Today it is the dead city of 
Cambodia. The carved stone ele 
phants, the immense causeways, the 
majestic temples, still remain, but 
the jungle has invaded the streets 
and squares.

Facts about your names its history; 


VERY unusual name and yet one 

extremely prevalent in European 
countries, whence it has penetrated 
‘America, is Aurora. It signifies “the 
dawn,” since-Aurora was the mytho- 
logical personification of the break o 
day. Her name comes from aurum 
(gold) because of the golden light she 
sheds before her. Aurora as the god- 
dess of the dawn appears in all legends 
and was attached by the Greeks to 
their Eos, whose rosy fingers unbarred 
the gates of day. 

When the Cinque-cento made classic 
lore the fashion, Aurora came into fa- 
yor with the fair dames of France and 
has ever since contfhued in vogue 
there. Occasionally, it passed into 
Germany as Aurore. where the first 
famous woman of thet name was 
Aurora von Kielmanseek, mother of 
Marshal Saxe. In Dyria, both the dawn 
and the proper name were called Zora 
and, as 2 mark of endearment, Zorans. 

Aurora has persisted in spite of the 
canon prohibiting the giving of the 
names of heathen gods in baptism. 
Like most mythological characters, 
she is @ Latin divinity, since Latin 
names were used throughout Europe, 
and only comparatively modern critt 
cism has endeavored to distinguish be- 
tween the distinct myth of the Greek 
and Latin races. Most mythological 
names, including Aurora, have their 
vogue In France and England, whicb 
are most under the dominance of fancy | 


While“tio verses of note have been | 
addressed ‘direct to Aurora, she is a | 
favorite subject with the poets who 
find her personification much more | 
fanciful and romantic than the mere | 
word “dawn.” She is poetically rep 
resented as rising out of the ocean in 
a chariot with rosy fingers dripping 
dew. Keats was specially fond of re 
ferring to Aurora, and our beloved 
Longfellow made frequent mention of 
her. 

Aurora's jewel is the chrysolite— 
the chrysolite of sunrise,” wrote | 
Shelley. To exert Its power, the am- 
ber gem should be set in gold. It is 
said to have the power of dispelling | 
evfl spirits If worn on the left arm. | 
When dreamed of, it signifies “caution | 
necessary.” Aurora's lucky day is 
Monday and 5 is her mystic number.

Artificial Larynx Will 
Restore Mute’s Speech 


New York.—Use of an artificial 
larynx to restore speech to mute per- 
gons, which recently was pronounced 
practicable after tests made at Johns 
Hopkins university, In Baltimore, was 
given a demonstration for the first 
time at the Vanderbilt clinic here. 

‘Three men over fifty years old, who 
had lost the power of speech because 
of cancer and who had undergone 
special operations in order that the 
artificial larynx might be applied to 
them, were able to speak with vary- 
ing degrees of distinctness. 

‘The device is applied externally | 
and consists of @ pad strapped over 
‘an aperture in the patlent’s neck at) 
a spot where his windpipe terminates. | 
From the pad a rubber tube leads to 
small mechanism placed in the mouth. 
Air forced from the lungs is set in 
vibration and the vibrations are car- 
ried through the tube, which resem- 
bles a pipe stem, into the speaker's 
mouth. ‘There the vibrations are 
modulated in much the same manner 
as if they were produced im the 
throat. 

‘The instrument, it ts said, would 
remove a barrier to the proper treat- 
ment of cancer of the throat, In the 
early stages of the disease, when a 
radical operation offers a practical 
certainty of cure, sufferers often have 
hesitated because they dreaded loss 
of voice. Delay has usually allowed 
the disease to progress to # point 
where cure ig impossible. With the 
fear of silence removed, sufferers no 
longer will risk their lives, but will 
have the cancerous tissues removed 
and do their talking with an artificial 
larynx.

ch SUICIDE 


Judge Frederick Wilmer 
Sims, 61 years of age presi- 
dentof the Virginia Supreme 
Court of Appeals ended his 
own life in his apartment at 
a Richmond hotel Monday 
morning, shooting himself in 
the head with a shotgun, 
shortly after ten o’clock, when 
Mrs. Sims had gone down to 
the lobby to mail a letter. 

Judge Sims had been suf- 
fering for several weeks from 
the result of a nervous break- 
down, it was said, and was 
contemplating a trip to 
Flordiay within the near 
future so that the shot- 
gun in the apartment failed 
to arouse suspicions because 
he had expected to go hunt- 
ing on his southern trip. 
Despondency over the state 
of his health was the only 
cause suggested for theshoot- 
ing. Only a few employees 
of the hotel knew of the sui- 
cide, the city coroner render- 
ing a verdict to that effect so 
that the body was removed 
to an undertaking establish- 
ment without atracting atten- 
tion. Saturday night when 
last seen in the hotel lobby, 
Judge Sims was said to have 
been in good spirits. 

The shooting was accom- 
plished as the Judge wasseat- 
ed in a chair in his room, the

Paris.—Speed, speed and more speed

Verted to monoplanes and sesquiplanes, | 
all-metal wings and powerful motors 
bullt as light as possible. 

“The manufacturers must build what- 
ever the customer wants,” said E. De 
woitinne. “In our case, the customer 
is the state and the state wants fast! 
planes, so it is up to us to supply] 
them.” 

Has Orders for 300 Machines. 

There are orders for 300 of these 
fast planes now on file at the De-| 
woitinne plant for delivery in 1925.

APPLE TREE BORER 


By Cam J. Lewis 


People who have young 
apple orchards just set out— 

ne, two or three years old, 
better start at once to keep 
the borers out. The borers 
are here in Lee County. I 
have lost two pr three good 
trees four years old this year 
just past. Is why lam send- 
ing this warning out to peo- 
ple who have young orchards 
they would hate to see killed 
before they know what is the 
matter. 
Now I think sure I have 
found out something that will 
never let borers get into apple 
andpeach trees. Itis nothing 
but “tobacco stems.” By al- 
ready knowing what they will 
do Iam sure they will keep 
out the borers. I will tell you 
two things they will do, then 
you can judge for yourself. 
You can put a few tobacco 
stems ina hen’s nest where 
the “mites” are eating up the 
old hen and they will leave 
before daylight. 
Take a old dog bed or hog 
bed where you can see the 
flees jumping like gnats, and 
throw a bunch of tobacco 
stems around in the bed and 
they will depart at once. 
If tobacco stems do this for 
mites and flees, won't it keep 
the borers from laying their 
eggs on the peach and apple 
trees? 

Now some of you may say, 
where are the tobacco stems! 
Now, I will tell you. 

When I decided to use these 
this year. I sent out inquir-

replies told me this; that best

I ordered six hun- 
dred pounds to use around 
my trees. 

About one-half to one 
pound should be washed} 
around each tree along in 
May. Put some dirt on to- 
bacco so some will be under) 
the earth and same on top, 
and the wind will not blow it 
away, this also will be a good 
fertilizer. So examine your 
young apples trees as well as 
peach trees, for borers as 
they are here in apple trees| 
same as peach trees. |

||| Tobacco in the outstart is a good 
|land crop. It might be better said 
|]; that it is a rich land crop. If then, 
jit is a good or rich land crop why the 
use of fertilizer? For there is cer- 
|tainly plenty of rich lands in our 
||| bluegrass counties that wijl__grow 
from 50 to 100 bushels of corn pe! 
acre. Tobacco does grow well on 
| good land without fertilizer and 
makes good money but it has been 
‘found that fertilizer applied mod- 
erately to our good lands makes 
more money and certainly makes a 
splendid return on the money in- 
vested in “the fertilizer. There are 
certain plants that require a rapid 
turn-in when they go to ripen. For 
example tomatoes. When tomatoes 
become about ripe they want to turn 
jin in twenty four hours. Or else 
the blight or rot may strike them as 
a result of long ripening and the 
loss from this slow ripening isd 
great.

highway department, recent- 4 


ly adopted, were effective Sun-— 
day, February 1. The freg- — 
‘ulations constitute a com- | 
prehensive code for conduct ~ 
on the highways and the vio- 
lation of any of the rules 
makes the offender liable to 
a fine of not less than $5 nor ~ 
more than $100 for each 

Beginning February Ist, it 
will be a misdemeanor for a. 
pedesterian to walk on the 
right-hand side of a highway. 
The left-hand side must be 
used by persons on_ foot.” 
Henry G. Shirley, ehaifman 
of the state highway com=_ 
mission, said that he expected 
this new rule to reduce ac= 
cidents as pedesterians by 
keeping to the left-hand side 
of the road will see approach- 
ing automobiles. 

Some of the other regula- 
tions are as follows: 

No house or structure shall 
be moved along or across a 
state highway except by _ 
written permission of the 
commission.

Suicide of Cashier 
I. J. Johnson, twenty nine 
year old cashier, of Fort Black- 
more, Scott County, Va., stab-

New Postal Law. 


Some high lights on the new 
Postal law, which goes into 
effect April 15, are shown be- 
low: 

A two cent service charge 
of each parcel post package 
except those mailed on rural 
routes.

Dr. Mcllwaine 
explains that the pictures of 
General Lewis occasionally 
met with in histories‘and in 
magazines are taken from his 
bronze figure which stands at 
the base of Crawford Monu- 
ment to Washington at Rich-| 
mond. This reproduction of 
General Lewis, said Dr. Mdll- 
waine, was not made from 
any portrait, as none could be 
found, and is entirely an ideal, 
one.

About Spraying 


The’time now is past for the 
dermant spray. By the time 
this goes to press it will be 
time to spray for the sedling 
moth and the tent caterpillar. 
It is necessary to spray for 
these with an arsenical poison. 
In the form of arsenate of 
lead, paris green, Pyrex. The 
apple worm is one of the 
greatest enemies that the 
orchard man has to deal with. 
There are two crops of the 
apple worm each year; one 
that strikes the young apple 
at the stage of the shedding 
of the bloom, affecting the 
small fruit, causing it to fall. 
Then the worm comes from 
the fallen apples and goes 
into some secret place and 
soon comes out in the form 
of a moth. 

This moth lays eggs that 
are hatched in June and enter 
the apple that remains on the 
tree, giving us the wormy 
apple at the ripening stage. 
If you will notice this fruit 
ripens sooner than the healthy

Mexcanian Bean Beetle 


This issue of the Booster will pass 
through the month of May up until 
June when-garden beans will be 
well on their way to the Beetle 
Stage. It is believed that the beetle 
has come to stay. This*pest has 
been known in the mountains of 
Old Mexico for hundreds of years. 
It was bottled up in a section of Col- 
orado for 50 years. In 1918 it was} 
believed to have been shipped out of 
this Colorado district on alfalfa hay

the other parts of the country. They) 
are just as prevalent near Birming- 
ham as when first started. 

The bean beetle has been subject- 
ed to a temperature in the laboratory 
of 30 degrees below zero without in- 
jury. It has not as yet been placed 
under absolute control, A number 
of remedies have been tried and all

wanting when the bean beetle came 
along in bis own good way. At best 
the remedies tend to ward them off 


the plants and protect instead of to 
kill: 

A report from Stokely Brothers 
of Newport, Tenn., who have 60 
acres of table beans a‘ year is as fol- | 
lows: To county Agent M. V. Koger. 
“We have used magnesium, arsenate 
on 60 acrés of beans for the last 
two years and mean to use it again 
this year. When properly applied we 
have gotten fair results.” 

It is believed that magnesium ar- 
senate is as effective and perhaps 
more so than any of the remedies 
offered. Apply with dust gun espec-! 
ially to under side of plants, or dust | 
can be shot against the ground in 
the middle of the day so that it will 
boil back up through the bean plants 

It should be remembered that the 
bean beetle comes in spots. That is 
the beetle does not strike all gar- 
dens with the same force or numbers 
Some gardens or perhaps some 
neighborhoods might also be almost 
free from the pest while others are 
cleaned up completely destroyed. 
Now if a person:happens to be using 
a remedy where the attack is “Might 
he is most likely to report wonderful 
results from the remedy. While his 
neighbor who is in-the midst of the 


| heavy drive is cleaned up he is not 


so favorably inclined toward the 
remedy. . 
Here are some safe conclusions: 
Ist. Plant beans as early as pos- 


sible in order to get a crop before 


| the beetle arrives. 


2nd. Plant beans in very rich 
soil and add to it fertilizer and ma- 
nures till the plants grow so vigor- 
ous that the beetle cannot eat them 
or do so much damage. 
8rd. Use a dust recommended 
and apply before the beetle gets on 
and expect to get medium results 
where the drive is not too heavy.

As Senator Mapp has an- 


Tax Commission to sit in 


Richmond and equalize assess- 


counties and cities, it is 
interesting to know just what 
power he proposes to give 
such commission. The answer 
is found in a bill offered by 
Senater Mapp in 1922. This 
bill is Senate Bill No. 113. 
See Senate Journal, 1922, 
page 72. 

This bill provides as follows: 

(1) The creation of a State 
Tax Commission composed of 
three persons appointed by 
the Governor, each to receive 
a'salary of $4,500.00. The sum 
of $40,000 a year is appropri- 
ated for the expenses of the 
Commission. 

(2) The Commission to be 
assigned offices in the city of 
Richmond with the power to 
employ as many agents as 
may seem necessary, provided 
their salaries come within the 
appropriation. 

(3) This Commission to 
have the power to fix the 
total assessment of all real 
and personal property in each 
county and city ata given 
sum. 

(4) When the Commission 
so fixes the assessment, it will 
direct the Commissioner or 
Commissioners of the Reve- 
nue of each county and city 
to so arrange the individual 
assessments as to make up 
the sum established by the 
Commission. 

(5) Should the Commission- 
ers of the Revenue refuse to 
make this equalization, the 
Commission shall assess the 
individual property owners. 

(6) No appeal is permitted 
any county or city to the 
action of the Commission, 
and no matter how much the 
assessments are increased 
there is no provision for 2 
decrease of the tax rate.

Under Senator Mapp’s bill 
the sum of $40,000 is appro- 
priated to the expenses of this 
Bureau for each year, and if 
past experience is any guide, 
the expenses would soon 
mount up to $100,000.

Principles of State 
-. Forestry Legislation 

The Nationat Forestry Pro- 
gram Committee, to whose 
effortsthe enactment of the 
Clarke-McNary national for- 
est policy:-law was largely due, 
has just.enunciated its “Prin- 
ciples for State Forestry Leg- 
islation.” _. ~They should be 
carefully examined in connec- 
tion with American Forest 
Week,, and are as. follows: 

1. Any state forest policy 
looking toward cooperation 
under the Clarke-McNary law 
should be state-wide in scope. 
That is, it should not apply 
to heavilly forested sections. 
or to cutover lands only. 

2. Such a policy should be} 
recognized as cooperative ef-| 
fort, only such activites as 
have legislative status, or of- 
ficial recognition substantially | 
guaranteeing continuety. For 
Example, a temporary and 
independent spurt fof {forest 
patrol or firejfighting by an in- 
dividual or corporation within 
astate should notbe figured in 
as state activity meritingdol- 
lar for dollar cooperation by 
the government. 

3. Any state forest policy 
should have a sustained yield 
of forest products as its pri- 
mary objective. Present 
jdead-letter laws subsidizing 
|the planting of trees only, for 
jinstance, must be considered|* 
inadequate. 

4. Provision for a system 
|of forest taxation.which will 
{make forestry practice at- 
| tractive economically, should 
be contained in state forestry 
policy. 
| 5. Where:practicable, town 
| forests should be provided for. 
| 6.State forest policy should 
|look toward practice of for- 
estry, as an essential part of 
the eventual solution of the 
|forestry problem and should 
aim at state and government

“My own belief is that the 


great majority of the buyers| 
of bootleg are resting under| 


an illusory and very deceptive 
sense of security,” declared 
Judge Henry C. McDowell, 
of Lynchburg; to members of 
the bar of Roanoke during 
his stay in Roanoke while pre- 
siding over federal court.~ 

Judge McDowell continued 
in part: 
» “My purpose in thus ad- 
dressing the bar is not only| 
to give publicity to the dan- 
gers which confront these 
buyers of liquor, but also to 
ask your aid in making the! 
public realize that these dan- 
gers are not entirely fanciful. 
Were it not for the lawless 
self indulgence of the buyers 
the unlawful manufacture, 
transporting and sale of intox- 
ieating liquor would be So} 
reduced as to become almost | 
negligible. And it would 
therefore seem advisable that/ 
the prohibition officers shall | 
henceforth seek the conviction | 
of buyers in preference to the!

Old Newspaper 


The South’s first newspa- 
per, the publication which 
claims in its record the great- 
est scoop in history, first pub- 
lication of the Declaration of 
Independence in full, may be 
reissued as a result of resolu- 
tions adopted by the Nation- 
al Editorial Association on the 
occasion of its first visit to 
Virginia in June. The pub- 
lication was suspended in its 
186th year in 1922, after hav- 

ing one of the most interest- 
ing histories in American 
journalism.

Burgesses and other necessary 
legal forms was the main 
source of revenae to this first 
paper. 

Parks built his own 1 aper 
mill and made his own ink 
and members of the National 
Editorial Association were 
all presented with reproduc- 
tions of the paper in its exact 
size, and on handmade paper, 
printed with handmade ink, 
by the Virginia State Cham- 
ber of Commerce during their 
visit to Virginia. The State 
Chamber selected the edition 
of July 26, 1776, in which 
was printed in full at the or- 
der of the Council the Dec- 
laration of Independence for 
the first time in history. On 
the back of the paper follow- 
ing the document, are the 
press notices given the Dec- 
laration by other papers then 
published. Comments from 
Philadelphia, Trenton, and 
New York included, but 
alittle space was given by 
the other papers to it. For 
more than 160 years subse- 
quent editions of the paper 
carried across the top of the 
first page a boast of this a- 
chievement. 

The Gazette was located in 
the old capitol of Virginia at

It should be the 
policy of all farmers to keep 
all ewes in the county that 
are of breeding age and not 
let them be sold from the 
county. 
f There are a number of good 
foundation breedihg herds of 
sheep in the county. Pure- 
bred hucks can be had near 
home.) These bucks should 
be purchased from the home 
breeders. Encourage the in- 
dustry by beginning at home. 
Buya purebred buck. Se- 
cure as many ewes and lambs 
as possible. it is not. neces- 
sary to purchase purebred 
ewes for: foundation stock. 
Grade or mountain ewes, if 
healthy, will make money 
when put with a purebred 
buck, the worms kept from 
them arid given attention. 

It if a common oomplaint 
that one of the main reasons 
why sheep are not kept on 
more farms isthe dog prob- 
lem. Now, the dog problem 
is, of course, always serious 
enough. But the dog prob- 
lem should not be “sufficient 
to keep anyone from keeping 
sheep. There has never been 
a county that has sheep that 
first got rid of dogs. If a 
farmer wants sheep he should 
get them. Then at the same 
time HE will become inter- 
ested in DOGS. It is this 
interest of SHEEP men that 
keeps the dc g problem solved. 
They have dogs in Russell 
county just the same as Lee 
county. It was the sheep 
men of Russell that solved 
their dog problem. There 
are favorable laws in this 
state against the sheep-killing 
dog. Sheepare paid for when 
killed or damaged by dogs. 
This helps.

Fruit Crop Will be 
Smaller Than in 1924 


Only fair crops of apples, 
peaches and pears are now ex- 
pected in the United States 
this year. Department of 
Agriculture crop officials de- 
clared today. Frosts in 
late May reduced prospects in 
many scattered sections, par- 
ticularly some of the central 
States, Virginia, Michigan, 
and portions of New York. 

The condition of apples on 
June ist was nearly 10 per 
cent below the usual average 
on that date. The north- 
western States expect more 
apples than were picked last 
year, but for the country as a 
whole the cropseems likely to 
be lighter, although much de- 
pends on the rainfall during 
the next few months. 

Peach production shows a 
large increase in California 
where most of the crop is can- 
ned or dried, but in practically 
all other important States the 
crop is expected to be sub- 
stantially smaller than last 
year. Even in Georgia, 
where many young trees are 
coming into bearing, the crop 
is expected to be less than 
7,000,000 bushels compared 
with 8,333,000 bushels last 
year. 

The pear crop also is re- 
ported only fair this year. 
California alone among the

Dog Found Chasing Sheep 
Subject to Being Killed 


at 


In Section 1, of Chapter] 


-418, of the Virginia Dog Law 
(4) it says: “If any dog 
whether wearing a tag or not, 

_be found killing, injuring or 
chasing sheep, or killing or 
injuring any domestic animal, 
it shall be the duty of the 
game warden to kill such dog 
forthwith in any manner he 
may see fit, and any person 
finding a dog worrying or 
killing sheep, or committing 
any of the depredations men- 
tioned in this section shall 
have the right to kill such 
dog on sight.” 

It is plain that the law 
authorizes “any person” find- 
inga dog either chasing or 
worrying sheep” to kill same 
on sight. The law also pro- 
vides for a dog to be tried be- 
fore a magistrate and “‘if the 
evidence appears to establish 
him guilty as a sheep killer” 
the dog must be killed.

Bpokane, Wash.—Discovery of 


‘ 


, petrified forest of giant oak trees, be-— 


Meved to be the only one of its kind 
on the North American continent, has 
been made near the confiuence of the 
Spokane and Columbia rivers in this 
state. - 
Owing to its difficulty of access, the 
forest has not yet been fully explored, 
but is known to extend for half a mile 
along the south bank of the Columbia. 
The trees are two to five feet in 
diameter and some 60 feet tall. 

The forest, of what apparently was 
a growth similar to our oaks, is im- 
bedded im the basalt that partially 
covered that part of the state of Wash- 
ington. 

The trees are seen on the precip- 
itous walls of the canyon, where ero- 
sion hag broken away the solid rock. 
Where the tree trunks have been 
brought inte contact with the air the 
‘wood has rapidly decomposed and left 
hollow shafts in the solid rock. 

By traveling along the ledges and 
bréaking away the loose accumulations 
of small scalings, the “forest” may be 
entered, one tree at @ time, as the 
wall of the canyon is of solid basalt 
and the only openings are where the 
trunks of the trees offer perpendicular 
shafts, most of which are still filled 
with the decaying wood of many centu- 
ries ago. 

It Is believed further exploration of 
the site may reveal the remains of 
animal life of the priod when the mol- 
ten rock overflowed the forest.

Indiana Doctor Says Hog 
Cares for Helpless Mule 


Fort Wayne, Ind.—Kindness is a 
trait of animals of the lower order, 
and often if more pronounced than in 
human nature, according to Dr. W. F. 
Schrader of this city, who long 
made a study of animais and their re- | 
lationships with each other. 

Doctor Schrader tells a story of a 
hog who administered to a mule which 
had broken its leg. 

“An old mule had been turned into & 
large pasture and in some manner had 
broken the bone in one hind leg,” he 
said. “Instinct led her to mire the | 
leg in a muddy pond. How long-she 
had been there when discov is not 
known, but it was evident Yhat food 
had been brought to the animal while 
she stood there permitting the bone 
to knit. Examination showed bone 
union progressing nicely, Evidence of 
corn stalks around her indicated that 
someone had been providing food. 

“While several persons were wateb- 
Ing the animal they saw a sow come up | 
carrying in her mouth several stalks of | 
ripening corn, brought from « field | 
900 yards distant. She laid them at 
the feet of the mule. From evidence 
in the cornfield, this had been going 
on for « period of several days.” 

Doctor Schrader also related observ- 
ing un old hen force other hens to 
move from the lower rungs of a perch | 
so that young ones just beginning the 
habit of roosting on perches might 
have the more accessible places. The 
hen was not the mother of the brood | 
to which she showed this consideration, 
Doctor Schrader said.

FATE OF FAMOUS SPY OF 
CZAR NICHOLAS SOLVED 


Eugene Asew, Condemned by Russian 
Becret Societies, Died in 
Beriin in 1918. 

Berlin.—The imystery about Eugene 
Asew, famous spy of the late czar of 
Russia, bas been solved. 

To the world at large, Eugene Asew 
was known as one of the principal 
leaders of the Russian revolution, un- 
th he was unmasked by the Russian 
historian, Waldimir Burzew, as a Rus- 
sian “agent provocateur.” 

At @ secret revolutionary tribunal 
held by the leaders of the branch as 
sociation of emigrants in London ‘in 
1908, Asew was sentenced to death. 
The condemne@ spy, however, was not 
to be found anywhere, despite the most 
diligent search by the secret Russian 
societies in all countries, He seemed 
to have vanished into space. 

It now has been learned thaf Asew 
died in Berlin n-1016. He lived for # 
time in the west end of Berlin under 
the assumed name of Kerl Neumayer. 
Equipped with a passport, he traveled 
aimlessly through the near east of 
Europe, continually fearing discov- 
ery by the powerful secret organiza- 
tions of Russia. He then disappared 
im the German provinces, “traveling 
from one small town to another. 

In 1915 Asew was arrested in Ber- 
Min as a suspicious Russian. In re 
sponse to his request, he was not put 
{nto an internment camp, but was kept 
im various prisons. After the peace 
of Brest-Litovek he was set free, and 
died soon after from general collapse. 

In his position as secret agent for 
the czar it was Asew's duty to assume 
& leading role im establishing # revo- 
Yutionary reign of terror and then te 
denounce some revolutionary coup to 
the police shortly before its consum- 
mation.

Such procedure is not con- 
sidered a8 unusual or out of the ordi- 
nary, and practically every new pool 
bas a cemetery of some kind within 
ite believed proved territory. 

“Indian burying grounds muke un- 
usually attructive drilling propost- 
tons if they are included within an 
oll area,” says George L. Miller, of 
the 101 Ranch, “for the reason that 
the Indians always choose the highest 
polnt of ground on which to-bury their 
dead, and consequently they are lo- 
cated on tup of the oll structure that 
is the buse of a field.”

‘HE Seatons are of Scotch origin. 

It was Henry Seaton who came 
from Scotland in 1600 and settled in 
Gloucester county, Virginla, where he 
married€lizabeth Todd. There is little 
known of him but from the meager 
records we can see that he possessed 
the solid characteristics of thrift, fore- 
sight and godliness that usually dis- 
tinguished his countrymen. 

Although the Scotch were not 80 
numerous fn the South as in some of 
the Middle states, Henry found fellow 
countrymen among his neighbors and 
established a line of Seatons that may 
be regarded as one of the best of 
Scotch Southern families. 

One of his many descendants was 
Augustine, who married Mary Wins- 
ton. And their son, William Winston 
Seaton, born in 1785, in King William 
county, Virginia, was one of the first 
American journalists of distinction. 
He was a cousin of Patrick Henry, 
and though he was born too late to 
participate in the Revolution he 
showed himself to be possessed of the 
kind of patriotism out of which our 
Revolutionary heroes were made. 

For many years he lived in Wash- 
ington, from 1840 to 1850. He was 
founder of the Unitarian church in 
Washington, and when he was seven- 
ty-nine years of age he acted as a 
private in defense of Washington 
when It was attacked by the Southern 
forces. 

The meaning of the name casts an 
interesting light on the early history 
of the family. It is sald that in Scot-

A tempest, one of the worst

several years, broke over 
this section Thursday after- 
noon, lasting about an hour, 
during which time wind and 
hail wrought thousands of 
dollars damage, while the rain 
ended a drouth of nearly two 
months duration. - 

The Electcic Transmission 
'Co. was probably the largest 
individual losers. Two large 
metal sky lights were torn 
from the top of the power 
plant at the Pocket and de- 
molished, several miles of 
wire anda number of poles 
were destroyed. Travel was 
dangerous to the extreme be- 
cause of trees being blown 
across roads and driveways.

More Miles Hard 
Roads for Va. 


Virginia farmers and tour- 
ists now enjoy 113 miles more 
of the Federal-aid highways 
than they did a year ago. 
This mileage, completed in 
the year ending June 30, cost 
a total of $3,064,418, of which 
the federal government fur- 
nished $1,470,215. Highway 
construction under this now 
underway in the state totals 
348 miles, while the total 
mileage completed previous 
to last year was 562 miles. 

This additional mileage 
will be a convenience to the 
tourist in the state. -It is es- 
timated that each and every 
farmer in this section of the 
country averages 19 tons of 
farm products hauled to mar- 
ket and 8 tons of feed, fuel, 
fertilizer, machinery, supplies, 
ete., from town. When good 
roads make trucks feasible 
this is not very burdensome, 
but itrepresentsa good many 
hours’ labor where horses and 
poor roads must be used. 
And so while the tourist finds 
the inter-city roads mighty 
comfortable, to the farmer a 
good serviceable road from 
his farm to the nearest mar- 
ket is a dowaright necessity. 
The expansion of hard road 
system both in this and other 
states in recent vears has 
given the farmer an added 
inducement for going into 
business for himself. That 
he has not been slow to take 
advantage of the opportunity 
is testified in the increasing 
number of roadside markets 
on the more frequented high- 
ways. Figures show thi 
each of these markets takes 
in from fifteen to thirty do- 
lars up to several hundred 
dollars a day, varying with 
the locality, the preponder- 
ance of buyers being tourists 
driving through the vicinity.

Interest is being taken by 
many farmers in Beardless Bar- 
ley. At the Tennessee Station, 
Knoxville, a Beardless Barley 
has been produced that is yield- 
ing as much grain as the old 
Bearded Barley. So far as this 
variety has been tried out it has 
proven absolutely successful. J. 
R. Graham & Son, of New Mar- 
ket, Tenn., this year had a field 
of this new beardless barley that 
yielded over 40 bushels per acre. 
This yield was awarded the Uni- 
versity Grain prize. County 
agent Koger urges the introduc- 
of this variety into Lee 
county. On account of the ex- 
treme dry season cutting the 
corn crop seriously short, it will 
be most advisable to sow barley 
this fall for an early summer 
grain crop to aid and assist a 
tide over till late fall corn crop. 
Barley is some times called a 
“summer corn crop.” Those who 
think they might run short of 
corn next year would do well to 
Barley is sown two 
weeks before the wheat season 
at the rate of two bushels per 
acre.

Sheep 
are kept for profit and not for 
The ewes must be 
in good health before she can 
grow a good lamb and make 
money for the owner. This ewe 
cannot make profitable returns 
full of these parasites. The flock 
should be cleaned and put in 
good trim before winter. The 
county agent is prepared to 
come to your flock and give this 
treatment. It is thought advis- 
able for the first treatment to be 
given by one with experience. 
A number of the sheep owners 
of the county are now using the 
treatment.

It is sometimes said that a “good 
subject” for a short story should 
always be expanded into a novel 
writes Edith Wharton in Scribner's.

War Problems Seen in 
Collection ef Bells 

A writer visiting Russia three 
years ago tells of the “Cemetery ot 
the Bells” he saw~near one of the 
large cities. There were big bells of 
iron and small bells of silver alloy, 
and bells of bronze, all given up by 
congregations in the Baltic prov- 
inces to save them from German in- 
veders and brought to Russia inj” 
1915. 

They dated from 1650 to the 
Nineteenth century, and bore in- 
scriptions in archaic German, in 
Swedish, Dutch and Latin. Some 
were embossed with the figures of 
saints and of kings, with ships and 
landscapes. One bore the Latin let- 
tering: “The Gift of Charles Xi 
of Sweden to His Faithful Subjects 
in the Baltic—Stockholm, 1707.” 
Another one: “I call sometimes to 
baptism, sometimes to marriage, 
sometimes to a funeral; but always 
to God’s worship.” 

The seriousness of post-war prob- 
lems may be gauged by these for- 
gotten bells—in peace days the 
pride of happy villages.

Find Petrified Forest 
of Giant Oak Trees 
Spokune, Wash.—Discovery of @ 
petrified forest of giant oak trees, be- 

Ueved to be the only one of its kind 
{on the North American continent, has 
been made near the confluence of the 
Spokane and Columbia rivers in this 
state. 

Owing to its difficulty of access, the 
forest has not yet been fully explored, 
but Is known to extend for half a mile 
along the south bank of the Columbia. 
The trees are two to five feet ip 
diameter and some 60° feet tall. 

The forest, of what apparently was 
a growth similar to our oaks, is im 
bedded {mn the basalt that partially 
covered that part of the state of Wash- 
ington. 

The trees are seen on the precip 
ltous walls of the canyon, where ere- 
sion has broken away the solid rock. 
Where the tree trunks have been 
brought into contact with the alr the 
wood hus rapidly decomposed and left 
hollow shafts in the solld rock. 

By traveling along the ledges and 
breaking away the loose accumulations 
of small scalings, the “forest” may be 
entered, one tree at a time, as the 
wall of the canyon 1s of solid basalt 
and the only openings are where the 
trunks of the trees offer perpendicular 
shafts, most of which are still filled 
with the decaying wood of many centu- 
ries ago. 

It is believed further exploration of 
thevsite may reveal the remains of 
animal life of the priod when the mol- 
ten rock overflowed the forest.

It is said by those who know that 
the colors of fish are the most mar 
velous in nature, with the exception 
of light and jewels. They can even | 
epproach light in their glittering | 
brilliancy. That is the reason that 
New York’s aquarium regularly re- 
places its goldfish—because they 
fade.

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Making Sweet 





One of the greatest losses! 
of vetables on the farm is the) 
loss of sweet potatoes. It is| 
not uncommon to see half or 
three-fourths of the sweet po-| 
tato crop rot before they are 
eaten or sold. This is un-| 
necessary. It is well known | 
how to keep sweet potatoes. | 
It has been worked out un-) 
til there is absolutely no risk/ 
torun. What makes sweet) 
potatoes rot is the amount of | 
1 water inthem. If this water) 
i ” is removed by a drying pro-| 

cess, the potatoes will keep 
without any trouble. Sweet | 
potatoes keep better of a dry| 
year than a wet year because 
there isless water in them. 

In the big sweet potato 
districts where they are grown 
and sold by train loads they 
build houses in which to cure 
them. The potatoes are 
placed in this house very 
much like corn in a crib. 
After they are all in, stoves 
are fired and the temperature 
is raised to 85 degrees and 
kept there for ten days and 
nights. The house of course 
has ventilation at the top to 
let the water escape. By 
this time the potatoes are 
wilted or swiveled up and 
somewhat wrinkled. Then

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Governor Trinkle in 
Budget Hearings 


(By Carter Wormeley) 

With requests for general 
fund appropriations approxi- 
mating fifty million dollars 
or nearly double the estimated 
revenues for the next bienni- 
um, the budget estimates pre- 
sented to Governor Trinkle 
during the recent series of 
budget hearings illustrated 
forcibly the drastic revision 
of these requests which are 
necessary for a balanced bud- 
get. 

In considering this probelm 
the Governor had with him 
during the hearings the Act- 
ing Director of the Budget, 
J. H. Bradford, and the mem- 
bers of his Advisory Board 
on the Budget. These ad- 
visory members are drawn 
from the General Assembly 
and consist of Senator W. A. 
Garrett, Chairman of the Se- 
nate Finance Committee, and 
Senator Saxon W. Holt from 
the Senate, Colonel J. Sinclair 
Brown, Chairman of the Ap- 
propriations Committee of 
the House of Delegates, and

Harrisonburg, October 19—In his 
keynote speech today Mr. Byrd first 
expressed his profound gratitude for 
the distinction that had been con- 
ferred upon him by the Democracy of ; 
Virginia. He then said in part: 

“When I announced my candidacy 
for Governor last November I then 
atated that my pledges would be made 
openly and to the people. I can today 
announce that I am not committed 
either directly or indirectly to the ap- 
po'ntment of any person to office. and 
that I have made no pledges except 
such as have been openly proclaimed 
during my campaign. I desire also on 
this occasion to renew the assurances 
expressed in my primary campaign 
that when elected chief magistrate of 
this great commonwealth I will dedi 
cate myself unreservedly to redeem- 
ing the pledges I have made. 

“I construe my nomination to be a 
mandate to me as a business man to 
institute the best methods of efficiency 
and economy in the administration of 
our state government so that the peo- 
ple may obtain in the public service a 
dollar's value for every dollar ex- 
pended.

Virginia has been reduced one half in 
the past five years, and today we have 
only 5,839 white illiterates and 7,646 
illiterate negroes. The totsl-amount 
of school funds, he pointed out, was 
in 1910, $4,994,164, while in 1924 the 
total school funds, State and local.

Against Increase Tax On Land And 
Property

in detail the activities of the Depart: 
ment of Health, and the splendid work | 
that is being done to promote the 
health of the people of the State. 

The Department of Labor and In- 
dustry is charged with the enforce- | 
ment of the various laws on the 
statute books affecting wage earners. 
‘The total capital invested in plants in 
Virginia reporting to this Department 
is $390,489,506. 

The State Industrial Commission 
has handled 62,000 cases; and is now 
handling cases at the rate of 1,000 
each month, a great majority being 
settled by agreement among~ the 
parties without the necessity of legai 
action. The Industrial Commission is 
operating at s cost of. only 2%% of 
the total cost to the State of work- 
men’s compensation, a figure which ' 
will compare favorably with any other 
State. 

Large savings to the State have 
been effected, he said, through the 
State Purchdsing Commission, and 
the volume of purchases now exceeds 
$2,000,000 a year, while the cost of the 
department is about $10,000. It is 
conservatively estimated that the sav- 
ings will amount approximately to 
10%, of at least $200,000 a year, by 
means of purchasing sppplies through. 
one agency and thus taking advantage 
of the economy of purchasing in large 
quantities. 

He called attention to the work of 
the State Corporation Commission and 
the great increase in the work of this 
department. The aggregate of all 
State taxes assessed by the Commis- 
sion in 1924 amounted to $4,641,683. 

Pledges Law Enforcement 

Mr. Byrd pledged himself to the 
enforcement of the existing laws but 
opposed the passage of needless regu 
latory legislation. He further said: 

“The foundation of government de- 
pends upon the obedience to con- 
stituted authority, and I pledge to you 
my best efforts for the enforcement of 
all laws upon the statute books, with 
equal justice to the high and the low, 
the rich and the poor. 

“I am opposéd to the enaction of 
any law unless it has the warrant of 
a real necessity. Needless and prying 
regulatory legislation is now being 
recognized as a nations! evil and Vir- 
ginia should lead the movement for 
simplified laws and against the legis- 
lative’ mania for tegal regulation of 
every conceivable form of human 
activity. I have endeavored to give 
you briefly-an account of onr State 
activities. As in other governments 
there are many reforms that should be 
made, to which I pledge my best 
efforts.” 

Stands On His Own Record 

Mr. Byrd made only brief reference

Mr. Byrd called attention to the fact 
that the newspaper reports stated 
that the Republican convention at Ro 
anoke favored the passage of the pro- 
posed Federal child labor amendment, 
thus taking away from the people of 
‘Virginia the control of their own  chil- 
dren up to eighteen years of age, and 
vesting this control in a Washington 
bureau. “What we need,” said Mr. 
Byrd, “in this country today is to find 
méans of making people work and not 
preventing them from wotking. I hare 
always favored adequate child labor 
laws in Virginia,_but am unalterably 
opposed to giving the control of our 
children to the Federal Government” 

“While criticising the number of 
oMceholders,” said Mr. Byrd, “the Re- 
publican State Convention also re 
solved that there should be a full- 
time State tax bureau with all paid 
members, thus adding to the number 
of officeholders in Richmond,”> Mr. 
Byrd is opposed to such « bureau. 

Virginia, The Land Of Opportunity 

In conclusion, Mr. Byrd spoke of 
Virginia as the land of opportunity. 
“Our great resources and opportunities 
for development,” be said, “await only 
‘the invigorating touch of progress to 
place Virginia among the foremost 
states of the Union.” :

Honey Dressing.—To three well 
beaten eggs add one-half cupful of 
strained honey—added a Uttle at 2 
time, beating wel lace In a double 
boller over the heat and cook until 
smooth, beating until it thickens, Re- 
move from the heat and beat until 
cool. Add seasoning of salt, a table- 
spoonful of lemon juice, a dash of cay- 
enne and paprika and just before serv- 
ing fold in a cupful of whipped cream, 

Spaghetti, Italian Style.—Cook one- 
half cupful of spaghetti until soft in 
salted water, then drain. Fry one- 
fourth of a cupful of mushrooms cut 
into bits, in butter; add one-third of 


ham and the spaghetti with one cup- 
ful of white sauce seasoned highly 
with cayenne and a few chopped 
chives or a clove of garlic. 
Thousand island Oressing.—Add 
one cupful of olive oll to one cupful 
of mayonnaise dressing; add one tea- 
spoonful of vinegar, one-fourth ten- 
spoonful of salt, a dash of cayenne, 
one teaspoonful each of chopped pi- 
mentoes and green pepper and olives.

THE FAMILY MEAL 
Most people enjoy 2 good soup 
whether vegetable, cream or clear, The 
first requirement 
for a good-flavored 
sopp with vege 
tables is « soup 
bone with plenty of 
marrow. Put on 
the bone covered 
with cold water; 
there should be « 
pound or two of 
meat elther on the bone or added to 
the kettle. Let simmer for meveral 
hours before adding the vegetables—a 
alice of cabbage minced, another of 
turnip, a0 onion or two, @ little celery 
and a small carrot will make @ soup 
which will call you to dinner from the 
street. Make a few dumplings and 
cook them on top of the whole and 
serve on a great platter like a stew, 
reserving the soup strained for the first 
course, or adding It to the stew, and} 
serving in soup plates. 

Braised Leg of Lamb—Bone a leg 
of lamb, wipe with a damp cloth, stuff 
and truss, place in a braising pan. 
Cook five minutes in one-fourth of a 
cupful of butter, « large slice each of 
carrot, onion and turnip (all cut fine), 
a small bay leaf, one sprig of thyme 
and parsley, Add three cupfuls of hot 
water or stock, one and one-half tea- 
spoonfuls of salt, one-half teaspoonful 
of peppercorns. Pour this mixture over 
the lamb, cover closely and cook slow- 
ly two and one-half hours; uncover 
the last half hour. Remove from the 
pan to a hot platter. Brown three 
tablespoonfuls of butter, add four ta- 








blespoonfuls of flour and stir well until 
browned, then add the liquor from the 
pap, carefully strained. One and 
three-fourths cupfuls will be sufficient 
to make the gravy. 

Lemon Sponge.—Soak one-half of an 
envelope of gelatin in one-fourth of a 
cupful of cold water, dissolve in one 
cupfal of boiling -water, add three 
fourths of a cupful of sugar, one-fourth 
of a cupful of lemon juice and the 
‘grated rind of one lemon; strain and 
set aside to thicken. Stir occasionally, 
and when quite thick, beat with a wire 
whisk until frothy; add the whites of 
two eggs beaten stiff, and pile by 
spoonfuls into a giass dish, Chill and 
serve with « boiled custard.

18,500,000 acres: in Virginia} 
farm land out of a total State 
"area of 25,768,000 acres, ac- 
cording to the State Depart- 
tment of Agriculture, The 
land not in farms is utilized 
by lumber corporations, rail- 
’ yoads, roads, incorporated | 
towns, etc. Of the. total 
farm area it is surprising to 
know that ‘approximately 
7,900,000 acres, or 43 per 
cent, arein woods. Intravel- 
ing about the State one is 
constantly struck by the 
large area still remaining in 
woods. The percentage of 
wood land varies considerably 
in some counties ranging from 
about 20 per.cent in the most 
highly cultivated sections to 
80 per cent in the mountain 
counties. Among the coun 
ties having the greatest acre- 
age in foresis are Bnebanan, 
Dickenson and Wise, where 
. the forests furnish aconsider- 
able part of the farm income. 
In some counties, in other 
sections the greater part of 
the cash income of many far- 
mers is derived from the sale 
of forest products, such as 
lumber, staves, ratlroad ties, 
mine props, wood pulp, tan- 
ning bark, ete. In 1919 the 
total value of all forest pro- 
ducts in Virginia amounted 
to $24,142,428 which gave 
Virginia second rank among 
all the states for the value of 
such products.

City’s Big Building Plan 

By a new plan adopted by the 
city administration of Cologne, the 
shortage of living quarters in that 
city is expected to be eliminated 
within five years, The total need 
of flats is estimated at 21,000.

MORE SAVORY FOODS 
Now that the hubbard squash fs 
ready for market, one may enjoy that 
delectable vege | 
table in various 
ways. A simple 
treatment 1s to 
cut It into half: 
pound pieces, un- 
peeled, and bake

Richmond—The manufacture 
of artificial fabricated silk is)

Widespread approval has 
greeted the recent announce- 
ment of the postmaster-gen- 
eral that there will be no 
mail deliveries on Christmas 
day. 

Almost without exception 
the American public has a- 
greed with the inherent jus- 
tice of the ruling which gives 
to the army of postal em- 
ployees some of the privi- 
liges enjoyed by others, but 
s6 long denied them. 

Of course, the ruling ap- 
plies oniy to the coming 
Christmas, being~ inthe na- 
ture of an experimnet, the suc- 
cess or failure of which will 
determine the procedure next 
year. 

The — postmaster-general 
was enabled to take the course 
he did as a result ‘of-the suc- 
cess of early mailing cam- 
paigns conducted in past 
years through the press and 
the “movies” and over the 
radio, which had the effect 
of moving the peak of holiday 
mailing back far enough to 
justify the experiment. 

Officials of the department 
who are watching the experi- 
ment closely have the utmost 
confidence that it will go 
through without hitch, and 
that Christmas day of the 
future will be a day of rest 
for the postman and the pos- 
tal clerk.
